The August Quarterly meeting was an indication of just how relaxed everyone is with 
Zoom meetings now. Everyone talks and it's just like we are all in the same room. 
Except we get to duck out to the kitchen and make snacks when we want to. It's not 
as good as seeing people in person, especially when there are so many members, 
we have to go to two pages on the screen. We started the chit chat at 8.30 so 
everyone gets to interact before the meetings starts. 





VP Lands Report 

Ballina Beach is an issue, there are 3 councils that link together and have beaches 
available for 4wdriving. One of the beaches has been closed. So, everyone has 
moved onto the remaining 2 beaches which is causing some issues. There is a 
group that have come together and formed an Association so they can better fight 
anymore closures. This seems to be working and we are helping them where we 
can. They are in control and doing fabulous work, so we only help when requested. 
They have some funding to help them produce an App so they can take bookings 
and charge an access fee. It will have number plate recognition and GPS. We wish 
them well and hope they are successful. 


Parks are charging booking fees, which is ok, but to charge a camping fee for parks 
that have no facilities is not welcome, they are the parks that we usually use. Parks 
seem to agree with that idea, nothing is certain yet, but we are working on that 
issue. Most clubs and 4wadrivers do not use the bigger more popular parks. Maybe 
we can get a staggered fee structure where the places we go with no facilities will 
not have the camping fee attached. The booking system will get better, we have 
provided feedback from members with our concerns and they are working on it. We 
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are having our input heard. We don't know if the booking fee will stay or go after 
Covid. We shall have to wait and see. 


The VIP system is up and running now. Because of this it seems that our MOU is no 
longer required. It expires this month. In its current form it is mainly about 
volunteering, so it's no longer applicable. We are working on a new MOU that covers 
us as a whole rather than a focus on volunteering. This is slow going as it all must be 
done over Zoom. 


The Glen currently has no Ranger. The Ranger that we have always dealt with is on 
secondment and there was a casual Parks employee in that role, she has now 
moved onto a permanent position. We will get a new contact shortly. Bookings will 
resume once that happens. 


We need real data about trips and the money that we spend when we are in regional 
areas. The App that we are trialling seems to cover most things. Once we work out 
what features we want to include we can then create our own app that covers it all 
and reports back to us. This information is invaluable when we are in meetings with 
Parks and other Government departments. 


Donating snatch straps to zoos is proving to be a very popular idea. We are working 
with ARB, the idea being that you can purchase a new strap from them at a 
discounted price and then the old straps are donated to zoos across the state. Our 
name will be attached to the program. Surprisingly there are 21 zoos in NSW. More 
on this later. 


Keep in touch with your club members, perhaps a maintenance meeting via zoom, or 
a happy hour. 





VP Clubs Report 

Most clubs have made payment and updated their details. We have had a couple of 
clubs that have folded. 

We have a new club joining us this year. Sunshine Coast Land Rover Club. Some 
discussion was had about this club and what we knew about them. They are just 
under 50 members and a group that typically keep to themselves. They made the 
decision that they were not happy with the Association in QLD so decided to look 
elsewhere. That's important as we do not chase clubs, they found us through our 
website and were amazed at the information and transparency from our Association. 
The issue they were having was around insurance and they wanted more security 
than they currently had in QLD. Without going into more detail, they decided that we 
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are a better option for them at this time. Tom from QLD recommended the club, they 
have a great reputation. New members need to be acceptable to our members and 
when the members voted it was 100% in favour of accepting them. Welcome

Communications 

There is a lot happening in the office at the moment, unfortunately it is mainly me 
undoing all the things | have been doing over the last 6 months. The first aid courses 
are all postponed, so that in itself is a big task, rescheduling dates and venues as 
well as refunding all those that want refunds. The website with the new dates will tell 
you when your course is running. The Hunter course will probably be rescheduled to 
early next year.

There are 2 grants that | am waiting on results for. Both are for events | had planned 
for this year and won't happen due to Covid. Perhaps they can be rescheduled for 
early next year. 


Coco was a success, the feedback we received was very good. We made a small 
profit on the event and given the mice, the cold and Covid I think 86 people in 
attendance was pretty good. It will run next year, so put it in your club calendars. 
Once Covid is sorted | can get out and find a venue to book. 


The meeting should have been in Lithgow this time but as we could not leave 
Sydney we have moved the booking to February. So, the next meeting (touch wood) 
is Liverpool Catholic Club in November, and the February meeting is in Lithgow. 
Check the front page of the main website at any time to find out when and where the 
next meeting/s will be. 
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The rewards website has been closed. The rewards program was dependent upon 


the income from the Show and as that has not happened for 2 years now the website 


is just costing money with no real benefit. There was a lot of work go into it but if the 
program happens in the future, | can always redo it. It was costing about $50 a 
month on average and with the drop in the $A to about 72 cents that was about to go 
up. So, to save some money | have closed it until the future is more clear. 


Craig has been sorting some of the historic documents in preparation for scanning, 
it's handy to have him there as he can decide what is important. We are working our 
way through them and have almost completed the DTU assessments. 


The deal for insurance and the issues surrounding that are still ongoing, it's quite 
complicated and as it's insurance | am not able to talk about it here. It's an insurance 
issue on the agreement, that's all | can say. We are working on it and it does not 
affect other discounts that Club 4x4 offer. | hope to have this sorted sooner rather 
than later. Once it is finalised it will be announced in the newsletters. 


| am working on a group buy of epirbs / plb's for members. They would be a 
discounted price. | don't have any details yet; they are x hire and would have a 
standard warranty. Once this is sorted it will be announced in the newsletters.

Australian Confederation of Motor Clubs (ACMC) 
Conditional Registration is "recreational registration" so if you have a conditional or 
historic registered vehicle and your LGA is in lock down or recreation is not allowed 
please do not drive your car. You will be pulled over and booked. 


If you have ever tried to look up documents for VSI etc you will know they are really 
hard to find. We have mentioned this to tfNSW. They see that it's difficult and have 
agreed to sort documents into plain english and all in one place. A team is in place 
to work on this project. This will take years to accomplish this, but at least it is 
starting to happen. The first document will be GVM. We are hoping to see some 
progress in 12 to 18 months. 


The meeting with the highway patrol that we had several weeks ago has started to 
pay off. The guy in Wagga Wagga that was defecting all vehicles has been moved 
and the Hawkesbury problem has backed off to just illegal vehicles. 
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Australian National Council (4W DA). 

The AGM is approaching soon. The committee is working well together. Things are 
progressing with the police is South Australia. As it's an ongoing police investigation 
it cannot be discussed. When there is something to report it will be reported, this 
could take several years. 


The committee is working on next years insurance policy while they have time. 
Currently there are 5 member states. SA, WA, NT, TAS, NSW/ACT. Victoria are 
involved but not members. QLD will stay out until there is a change in the committee 
in that state.

Sydney DTU is growing and we have now a couple of 
members ready to be signed off. The Wagga DTU has an advanced course that 
should still go ahead. The DTU committee is still working in the background and will 
be ready to hit the ground running when the Covid restriction are lifted.
